Is 625 papes lonir, crammed with 
formulas, and very deep dish generally But 
it might nUo be that the sudden Interci i-e- 
flccls a pcneral .^u.'iplclon that the bluemuiis 
of lonR-rnnRe economic planning can t al- 
ways steer Immediate events In a chosen di- 
rection. 

Brave and learned >oiils who have rciwi 
"Theory of Games and Economic Behavinr" 
report the authors have applied to bii 
atrategy some mathematical theories iiiai. 
they deveopcd throueh 15 years of resenrcn 
on the probability of beating various ( 
of chance and or skill. 

To be sure, Drs. Van Neumann and Mor 
. genstern—both eminent mathematlcl 
have been to great pains to figure the onn 
on your chance of rolllnc .snake eyes or eon 
verting two pairs Into a full ho\ise. Hut. llKi 
30 many .smart gamblers and unlfke ,^0 m:in' 
amart economists, they haven't tried to re 
peal the capricious law of chance. 

From what little we know of the profe 
theory, we suspect that Its treneral apniica 
tlon might have a heaithv effect on bus 
Wo further suspect that It mlnht even fi' 
helpful In plannint; a nation's economic nro 
Riam. 

Long-range planning Is a loose lemi i.nui 
covers a multitude of sins and techniciue'i ir 
privale or governmental economics, .-lUiTr 
planning includes a coal, of course, and u;.u- 
ally a scheme for achieving It, Rut .some- 
times we find an economic n!an who've cfe- 
atora believe that bocau.^e thcv have rniin 
in their goal and pride In their honoratnc 
Intentions, their methods are accordlnciv ^i^ 
unourstlonable and unshakable nr, their ob- 
jective. 

But it has been demon.'^t rated That the mo''.i 
honest, sincere long-rance methods caiinoi. 
by these qua'lties alone, dt.s,':olve anv untnre- 
aeen and unforesoeahle obstacles before 1110% 
come into view. Deficit spcndlnn rtinii 1 
achieve the laudable coal of nro.'^nerltv. Tiiiiri- 
thc-linc price control didn't produce ixii 
postwar production. And .10 on. 

But the chamnlons of detlcH spending ;in( 
hold-thc-llne price control, bcrause they nrti 
their eye on an enflexible oblectlve. cluni.' k 
an Inflexible method long after there wn; 
abundant evidence that some change 01 
modification wa.s needed.

government, business and labor would rt 
more consciously that the smart long-i 
planner's aim is to wind up the winner m 
the end of the game.

TOO MUCH BltEATH? 

A typical and memorable example of \vin,i- 
ton Churchill's oratory was his description, ir 
hla Fulton speech, of the present a,i "thi.s sm 
and breathless time." 

It la Just possible that Mr. Churchill, as nc 
weighs the generar reaction to and conse- 
quences of that speech, might wish that nc 
himself had been, If not more sad, at least a 
little more breathleas.
